The Great Barnum 


Thé Great Barnum, probably 
the most eminent authority in 
history on the subject of fools, 
was quoted in the law court at 
Ennis this week.. Most people 
will remember his famous dictum, 
which was tepeated by Justice 
Gleeson: “There’s one born 
every minute—and most of them 
live!” In spite of the demurrer 
entered by Abraham Lincoln, 
who reflected that it was im- 
"possible to fool all the people all 
the time, the judgment of Mr. 
Barnum scarcely could be upset, 
one feels, by any appeal court. 
Who, indeed, would be com- 
petent to judge an appeal from 
Barnum? As part-owner of the 
most famous circus ever known, 
as promoter of countless shows 
and spectacles, as a man who. 
lived comfortably on the gulli- 
bility of his fellow - creatures, 
Barnum knew what he was talk- 
ing about.

I should like here to say a word 
about our staff, both at home and ' 
overseas, and acknowledge ir we 4 
the -service they have rendered, 
often under circumstances of great 
difficulty;* they are carrying-a very 
heavy burden of work, and in addi- 
tion are performing many essential 
war-time duties. To the many 
members of our staff who are 
on service—now in many parts 
of the world—I send from this 
meeting our best wishes for their 
welfare and for their safe and early 
retugn. 

We shall not forget the debt 

which we owe to our men and 
women who have been serving their 
country, and we shall do all we can 
when they return to help them to 
settle down again in _ satisfactory 
conditions. We are giving thought 
to this question now, and, in parti- 
cular, we hope to be able to give 
special facilities and encouragement 
to those whose professional studies 
have been interrupted. 
I wish now to refer briefly to the 
report and accounts for the year; I 
am sure you will feel satisfied with 
the results which they show.

company; I can assure them that 
their co-operation and loyalty are 
highly appreciated.

—REDUCED EXPENSE RATIO 


From the revenue account of the 
life assurance and annuity fund you 
will notice a reduction in the amount 
of claims paid—both under claims 
by death and by maturity—and a 
satisfactory reduction in the sums 
paid out in respect of policies sur- 
rendered. These, combined with an 
increasé in our premium income, 
which now stands at nearly 

2,800,000, have contributed to 
increase the fund during the year 
by over £2,000,000..
